tested tn the matter of instructing dele- 
gate* but it was soon made apparent tha 


the *ew were ln '8Tot of tnlB« tne convention 
having entire confidence in the Republi 
cans elected to represent onr party 
William 0. Mayne E*q , of Bristol town 
ship, regarded it as expedient to folio? 
tbe example of Montgomery County am 
George a Fetterolf, of Langhorne, spoke 
In behalf of Elkin, but after a speech by 
A. B. Wagenknigbt, of Tullytown. oppos- 
ing instructions, the contention unani 
mously voted to send the delegation to 
Harrisbnrg without instruction. It wo* 
the opinion of the Republicans In attend 
ance that this would be tbe better plan 
all around, a* it gave offence to nobody. 
The Eluin and Pennypacker men cannot 
complain and the Watre* men were also 
satisfied. It is tbe opinion of Republican* 
here that if no new candidates are pro- 
posed the delegates will support Penny- 
packer for the reason that a majority oi 
the party will prefer him to Elkin or 
Watres. While Elkin and Watres woulc 
receive the stalwart vote there is the 
growing conviction that Fennypaker 
would be a stronger candidate than either. 
So it looks very much like Pennypacker in 
Bucks. Tbe election of delegates was the 
only business transacted by the conven- 
tion and the proceedings soon came to an 
end. 
The usual custom of selecting a 


chairman was dispensed with and County 
Chairman Shelly was unanimously elected 
to preside. 
Secretaries Mclntoeh and 


Clayton were also elected. Republicans 
in attendance generally appeared to be 
satisfied with the result. As stated they 
are confident the delegate* will do tbe 
right thing. They are also pleased that 
the party cannot be charged with obeying 
the behests of either Quay or Elkin lead- 
ers by declining to endorse either candi- 
date. Tbe proceedings of the convention 
were not only satisfactory in this respect 
but presage a united party in Bucks if the 
right candidate is nominated for Gover- 
nor, concerning which there is now little 
doubt. It was especially significant and 
gratifying to see in the convention a num- 
ber of prominent Republicans who have 
held aloof from party deliberations in 
late years. Their presence indicated the 
decline of factional strife, something 
overy Republican truly Interested in the 
success of his party will welcome. For 
this reason concessions were made upon 
both sides in the matter of Instructing 
delegates and without doubt the proceed- 
ings of the convention will be endorsed 
by the party at large.

The action of last Mondy's contention 


in declining to instruct the delegates to 
the Gubernatorial convention will be gen- 
erally approved by the Republicans of 
the county. There are many who do not

Hew The Republicans Fight Trusts.

The attack which the Republican ad- 


ministration at Washingon has ordered to 
be made on the beef trust is naving 
several sorts of consequences which were 
not forseen at the outset.* It is inciting 
assaults on that combine by many states 
—Illinois, Missouri, Colorado and others. 
It has sent the price of beef down in some 
quarters, evidently through the fear of the 
attack which is about to be made in the 
courts. Some of the attorneys of the big 
meat packers are beginning to confess 
that the government is likely to score a 
victory. 
There is a general movement 


among the butchers in the big cities, en- 
conrged by the action of the Washington 
authorities, to organize for the purpose of 
fighting the trust. New York, Chicago, 
St. Louis and other large towns are mov- 
ing in this matter, and the prospect is 
that all the other cities of any importance 
will follow this example. There has come 
among the Democatic politicians and 
newspapers, a deep and sudden silence re- 
garding the alleged relations of the 
Republican party to the trusts. 
, All this is significant, but it is something 
which was entirely natnral to expect. The 
Roosevelt administration is doing on the 
beef trust matter just what it or any other 
Republican national administration would 
do against any combination manifestly 
operating to put up prices and oppress the 
people. The connection of the trust with 
the recent large advance in beef prices has 
been made so plain that there is no 
longer any reason to doubt its complicity. 
Prices have gone up from 10 to 30 or 40 
per cent, in a few weeks. The shortage 
in beef cattle has of course bad eosethng 
to do with the increase in prices but the 
shortage has not been great enough to 
warrant the extreme advance which has 
been made. The diminution in the sup- 
ply has been taken advantage of by the 
conspirators as a pretext to put np rates 
so as to make larger profits on the reduced 
stock than they made on the larger supply 
of the earlier part of the year. The trust* 
did not think or care about the hardship 
and suflering which the advance would en- 
tall on millions of poor people. Its sole 
thought was for the enhanced profijs 
which it saw an opportunity for gaining. 
Here ii where the Republican administra- 
tion has stepped in to defeat the plotters. 


It ought to be pretty well known to the 


American people by this time that con- 
spiracies against the country's welfare 
have very little chance of success when 
the Republican party is in control' of 
affairs. 
The trusts themselves see the 


peril and they are showing their terror. 
"Then Is no doubt" says one of the 
trust's leading attorneys "that the gover- 
nment will be grtnted temporary injunc- 
tion. It would be impossible for us to 
prepare a case of such importance in ad- 
vance and the matter will have to be 
argued after we have filed our answer 
whio may be some time afterward." Thus 
the trust's agents are conceding the gov- 
ernments success at the outset. A widely 
different state of things would exist if the 
Democratic party were in power at Wash- 
ington. The trust would then know that 
even if an assault at all were made it 
could be defeated either through the 
superior skill of the ftmt's agents or 
thrcbgh the timidity or the corruption of 
the government's representative*. 
The 


Democracy has neither the Drains nor the 
honesty to sncceeifully prosecute a suit of 
such magnitude as that which the admin- 
isration has just started against the best 
trait.

in the past and trust that my public life 
Bt Harrisburg merited their approval, as 
I feel that what I did was for the best In- 
terests of my county as well u the state." 


With Mr. McGlathery oat of the race, 


and likely Messrs. DeHaven, Barker, Mur- 
phy andHaldeman also, the deck is clear- 
ed for new sailors, as it were. The peo- 
ple should now exercise their right of 
suffrage by signifying their preference 
at the primaries, that an acceptable ticket 
be nominated. 


Horace M. Ebert, of Pottstown, is the 


only Assembly candidate from that town 
but 'Squire Merit M. Messimer, an old 
party war horse, says he (Messimer) has 
the call for the delegate* for Register of 
Wills. The prize is so big ($7,000 to 
$10,000 annually for three yean,) that 
Messimer saya he cannot be pulled off 
from his determination to become a can 
didate for Register.

Old Oorranoe Mill Burned.

The old Dorrance grist and saw mill, 


at the foot of Pond street, was burned 
last night, and completely gutted, al- 
though the stone side walls are still-stand- 
ing. Tbe fire was of Incendiary prigin, 
as evidences were discovered that proved 
the place was set on fire. 


The "alarm was turned in about 10.15 


o'clock, and for a time it looked as though 
a general conflagration would occur. A 
stiff breeze was blowing at the time, and 
burning cinders were carried to adjacent 
properties. 
Several squares aijay resi- 


dents were compelled to use garden hose 
to extinguish incipient bla/.es caused by 
flying sparks. After an hour's hard work 
the -flcemen had,the fire under control. 
For the firsttime in six years the steamer 
was brought Into service. 
A contention 


arose during the progress of the fire by 
the refusal of one of the members of a 
company to obey the orders of the Chief 
to take the steamer to the basin to relieve 
the plugs. The fire assumed such pro- 
portions, and the danger was so threaten- 
ing, that the Burlington fire department 
was notified and was in readiness to come 
to the assistance of the Bristol firemen. 
Mr. Doron had steam up on his ferryboat 
and the crew in readiness. 


It is believed that the same parties who 


set fire to the ferry house a few weeks ago, 
did the deed of last night. The hours 
when the fires occurred were the same. 


The Dorrance mill was one of the his- 


torical buildings of the town and was the 
oldest in the county. An old record says 
it was built by Daniel Carpenter in 1701. 
An undershot wheel supplied the power 
for the flouring mill. The mill had been 
idle for a number of years, the last occu- 
pants being the Rogers Brothers.

Buoks County Hat It. 


As the traveler approaches Morrisrllie, 


going from Philadelphia to New York via 
Pennsylvania Railroad, on looking out tbe 
oar window on the left he will see Wash- 
ington's first headquarters in Pennsyl- 
vania, surrounded by trees. The bouse has 
an interesting history. When Washington 
occupied it, Thomas Barclay, the owner, 
was a prominent and patriotio resident of 
Philadelphia, and lived in it during the 
summer. He purchased the plantation of 
241 acres in 1773, and is thought to have 
erected the house. 
Barclay sold it in 


November, 1791, to Robert Morris,-the 
Inancier of the Revolution and a signer of 
the Declaration of Independence. He 
spent port of his time there until over- 
taken by financial disaster, when the prop- 
erty was sold, by the Sheriff of Bucks 
County, 
to 
George 
Olymer, 
another 


signer, who lived there until his death, 
1813. 
This is the only instance, so far as 


we arfrjnformed, of two signers living in 
tbe same house at different periods. • 


The Barclay house has been wonderfully 


preserved, with few changes rinoe Wash- 
ington occupied it, and from present 
appearance, will last a century or two 
longer. 
The rooms are large, ceilings 


nigh, and the interior woodwork, includ- 
ing the wainscoting, elegant specimens of 
carving. Ons of the rooms la known as the 
"ball room,'" on account of its size, and 
tradition with its many tongues, tells us 
it was the scene of a reception given to 
Lafayette on his last visit here, 1834.—W. 
W. H. Davie, in the En.

of railway train* over distances greater
